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In the early 1990s political science major Ali Soufan 
loved to walk the campus and talk politics with one of 
his favorite professors, Dr. Al Dalmolen. 

He had no idea that in less than a decade he would 
be tracking terrorists around the world in an effort to 
thwart the most traumatic day in American history. 

But first, a little background on one of the most 
intriguing and successful alums in Mansfield University's 
history. 

Soufan grew up in Lebanon during its civil war 
when entire cities were destroyed. His father, a 
journalist based in Beirut, moved the family to the U.S. 

After high school Soufan was accepted at Mansfield 
University which he chose because it was small and 
rural. 

"Everyone was friendly," he said. "The students, 
faculty, townspeople. Its just the nature of the area. 
That's what I love about it so much." 

He carried a dual major Political Science and 
International Studies, with a minor in Cultural 
Anthropology. A natural leader, he was an active 
member of several organizations, was twice elected 
Student Government Association president and served 
as chairman of the Board of Student Presidents. 

Outgoing and interested in others, Soufan made 
a lot of friends. Among them were MU President Rod 
Kelchner, and Vice President of Student Affairs Joe 
Maresco. 
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"Ali and I met every week," Maresco said. "As 
Student Government president he made it a point to 
keep up with what was happening at the university so 
he could make informed decisions." Maresco saw in 
Soufan an "extremely bright student with an inquisitive 
mind." 

Maresco also had numerous dealings with FBI 
agents who interviewed him about MU graduates 
applying for jobs that needed background checks and 
security clearance. "I talked with them about a lot of 
things and had a pretty fair idea of what they did," 
Maresco said. 

During several meetings with Soufan, the topic 
often moved to the student's personal goals. It was 
during one of these meetings that Maresco planted a 
seed. "I told him he should look into the FBI. Given Ali's 
intelligence level, his language skills and the problems 
in the Middle East, I thought it would be a good move 
for him." 

Soufan graduated cum laude in 1 994 and went on 
to earn a master's in international relations at Villanova. 

He worked in Senator Earl Baker office for awhile, 
then, almost on a whim as he recalls, he took the FBI 
test. In July 1997, joined the New York office. 

His investigative skills, combined with a razor sharp 
memory, persistence, and his ability to piece together 
evidence that others may not have seen were noticed at 
the FBI, in particular by John O'Neill, the head of the 
FBI's National Security Division, which is devoted to 
combating terrorism.

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MU Receives Award to Develop Entrepreneurial Leadership Center 



Mansfield University has received a $208,000 grant from the 
Pennsylvania State System of Higher Education (PASSHE) for its project 
"Developing Tomorrow's Leaders: The Entrepreneurial Leadership Center at 
Mansfield University." 

The Entrepreneurial Leadership Center (ELC) will serve the campus 
and community as partners for state and regional economic development. 
The ELC will encourage the development of innovation and create 
entrepreneurial opportunities by linking MU to a network of community and 
business partners. With the implementation of this center, opportunities will 
be provided for students, faculty and staff and to learn entrepreneurial skills 
and develop products and services through a campus incubator program. 
The ELC will also encourage students to explore the opportunities for self- 
employment. 

Community partners in the project will include non-profit organizations, 
small business owners and economic development agencies. They will 
offer their expertise and, in return, benefit by the training and educational 
programs offered by the ELC. 

"This is an important initiative for the north-central region of 
Pennsylvania," MU President Maravene Loeschke said. "Self-employment 
and small business start-ups and expansions would be an economic boon to 
the region. Many of our students have expressed the desire to stay in the 
region after graduation. This initiative will provide the kind of support that 
they need to make that a reality." 

Mansfield University will develop the ELC with an initial focus on the 
entrepreneur engaged in the arts and related fields. This will include potential 
entrepreneurs from the fields of fine arts, performing arts, graphic arts, 
literary arts, folk arts, arts administration and arts marketing. 



Tioga County and the north-central PA region have seen a large increase 
in tourism for recreation and artistic events, festivals, and "artist's trails." The 
"PA Route 6 Artisan Trail" operates year-round and covers the 400-mile route 
from the Ohio to the New York border. The route goes directly through 
Mansfield and across Tioga County, promoting access to studios, galleries, 
museums and art retail operations. 

The Deane Center for the Performing Arts, to be located in Wellsboro, 
is an example of an arts initiative currently in the pipeline. Also, feasibility 
studies for a private School of Crafts in Mansfield and a downtown Mansfield 
multi-purpose theater/performance facility have been completed. 

According to the Pennsylvania Department of Labor and Industry, 
Center for Workforce Information and Analysis, industry growth in arts, 
entertainment and recreation in the Northern Tier is projected to be 7.8% 
between 2004 and 2014. 

In a letter to President Loeschke, informing her of the award, Chancellor 
James Cavanaugh said, "PASSHE Universities are key partners for state and 
regional economic development. These initiatives will enhance PASSHE's 
higher education and economic development infrastructure and accelerate 
economic development throughout Pennsylvania. I congratulate you and 
your staff for the truly outstanding work you have done and continue to 
do on behalf of Mansfield University of Pennsylvania and your regional 
community." 

Loeschke thanked Susan W. Sweet, director of the Center for Lifelong 
Learning, and Betsy Brune, director of Grants Development, the primary 
authors of the proposal, for their efforts in making the ELC a reality. 

Project activities will begin in January, followed by the formal opening 
of the ELC later in this year.

Mark Doherty '95 , Joe Harrington* '50, Gretchen Reschke '02 and Rick 
Sabec '93, along with Joe Lippincott '21 in the legends category were 
inducted as the 26th class of the Mansfield University Alumni Athletic Hall 
of Fame during homecoming weekend. 

Doherty was a four-year letter winner on the football team from 1991-94 
and was also a record-setting member of the track team. A three-year starter 
in football, Doherty set a then-school record for catches (60) and receiving 
yards (906) during the 1994 season. He ranked among the PSAC and NCAA 
Division II leaders, earning First Team All-PSAC East and honorable mention 
All-American honors. Known as a fearless receiver over the middle, Doherty 
still ranks among the career reception leaders. Doherty was just as impressive 
on the track where he still holds indoor, outdoor and team records. Doherty 
was named the MU Fall Athlete of the Year in 1994 and went on to play 
professional football in Europe for two years after graduation. 

Harrington was part of the Mountaineers' successful football and 
basketball programs following WWII. He was a key member of the 1946 and 
1947 football teams. A star end during the 1947 season, he earned a place on 
the First All -Teacher's College Team and led the team in scoring. Mansfield 
went 6-2 that season, claiming the State Championship title and defeating 
Bloomsburg, Millersville, Kutztown, Edinboro and IUP.

Harrington was also a member of the undefeated 1946 team, playing end 
and handling the kicking chores. He was an outstanding basketball player 
in the 1947-48 season, earning first team All-Teacher's College Team honors 
while leading the Mountaineers in scoring, averaging 14.5 points per game. 
He was one of the leading scorers on the 1946-47 basketball team as well. 

Reschke started every game during her four- year field hockey career at 
Mansfield University, and became the first person ever to make first team All- 
PSAC for four straight years in the program's history. She was a vital member 
of the 2001 team that won the ECAC championship in their first ever post 
season championship competition. The Mansfield University Women's Fall 
Athlete of the Year in 1999 and 2000, Reschke still holds the school records 
for goals in a season and points in a season, as well as the record for career 
goals, assists and points. 

Sabec was a key player for the men's basketball program during the 
1990-93 seasons. A four year starter, 6'7" Sabec was one of the premier big 
men in the PSAC East. Sabec averaged double figures in scoring during each 
of his four seasons, while also ranking among the team high rebounders and 
block leaders. He played with injuries during each of his four seasons. At the 
end of his career, Sabec ranked first in school history in blocked shots, third 
in rebounds, third in field goals made, third in free throws made and fifth in 
field goal percentage. He still holds the school records for blocked shots in a 
game, season and career. A two-time team captain, Sabec was named to All- 
PSAC East second team honors during his senior season. He was also named 
the 1993 Winter Athlete of the Year. 

"Baby Joe" Lippincott was a big man both on and off the field at 
Mansfield State Normal School in the years following World War I. As a 
6-1, 220-pound offensive tackle his senior season, Lippincott towered over 
his fellow teammates as the largest man on the team. Karl Van Norman 
selected Lippincott as one of the top players in the first 50 years of football at 
Mansfield. Lippincott was also a standout in basketball. The Class President 
his senior year, Lippincott graduated from Mansfield in 1921 and attended 
Bucknell University where he played on the Bison football team.

More Honors for Gold Medal Winning Ensembles 



The accolades and honors continued for the Mansfield University

Both ensembles gave a noontime concert in 
the Capitol Rotunda before the start of the legislative session. 

A few weeks later, on October 23, both groups were back in Harrisburg 
to perform for the Pennsylvania State System of Higher Education (PASSHE) 
Board of Governors at their quarterly meeting. 




After their performance the entire audience, which included the 
Governor, university presidents, Chancellor John C. Cavanaugh and 
PASSHE staff, gave the groups a standing ovation. 

PASSHE Board Chair Kenneth M. Jarin praised the students and 
their directors, Peggy Dettwiler and Sheryl Monkelien, for representing 
themselves, Mansfield and PASSHE with distinction.

Discovering Al Qaeda 

Just 1 3 months into his career, Soufan helped on the investigation of 
the August 1998 bombings on the U.S, Embassies in Kenya and Tanzania 
that left 224 casualties. 

It was Soufan who helped pull together evidence that linked the 
bombings to a man who would become the symbol for terror in the years 
to come — Osama bin Laden. 

O'Neill was soon calling Soufan "a national treasure." 

The U.S. Department of Defense commended Special Agent Soufan 
"as an important weapon in the ongoing war on terrorism." 

He also received the FBI's highest honor, The FBI Director Award/ 
Excellence in Investigation for his role in the East African Embassy 
bombings case. 

When the USS Cole was attacked on October 12, 2000, the now 
29-year-old agent was named lead investigator. The investigation lasted 
months, mainly in Yemen. Again, evidence pointed to bin Laden and Al 
Qaeda involvement. Following the investigation, Soufan received the 
prestigious Respect for Law Enforcement Award for "relentless pursuit of 
truth and bringing terrorist subjects before the bar of justice." 

Interviews he conducted with Yemeni leaders and those involved 
with the fringes of the Cole attack led Soufan to believe that Al Qaeda 
might be planning an even larger plot 

It was around this time that Soufan began formal requests to the CIA 
for information, and it was here that communications between the FBI 
and CIA began breaking down. 

Soufan pushed forth. In 1999, in the Amman, Jordan CIA station, 
he found a box of information showing details of plans to bomb various 
tourist sites and hotels. The evidence led to the convictions of 22 of the 
28 plotters in Jordan. 

The agent's investigations took him through much of the Middle East 
and on several occasions put him in life-threatening situations, such as the 
time he and his supervisor O'Neill were flying to Aden in Yemen when 
their helicopter barely escaped an SA-7 missle that had been locked on 
them. 

By the spring of 200 1 , the CIA Counterterrorist Center knew 
that something big was being planned by Al Qaeda. Soufan also knew 
something was coming. All paths kept leading back to bin Laden, but as 
feverishly as he worked, the agent couldn't connect all the dots. While 
part of the problem was the lack of communication between the FBI and 
CIA, an ongoing barrier was the overwhelming amount of information to 
be dissected. 



* * * 

In retrospect, fate can sometimes play rough and with sad irony. 

In August 2001, Soufan's supervisor and friend John O'Neill left the 
FBI and became head of security at the World Trade Center. 

A few weeks later, on September 1 1 , the Twin Towers were hit. 

O'Neill was one of the nearly 3,000 casualties. 
Soufan and his team were in Yemen at the time. He stepped up his 
investigation. He interrogated one key witness for three nights. He spent 
his days researching and working on reports. He finally collapsed from 
exhaustion. He refused hospital help and continued his questioning. His 
co-workers began to refer to him as "an American hero." 

He extracted all that he could, obtaining crucial evidence that would 
help in investigations still going on today. Soufan has also served as a 
witness at the Guantanamo war crimes trials. 

The agent left the Bureau 2005, and became director of international 
operations for Giuliani Security and Safety, a firm founded by former 
New York Mayor Rudolph Giuliani. 

* * * 

Going International 

In June, 2008, Soufan and his wife Heather, who he met at Mansfield, 
formed the Soufan Group, with headquarters in New York, London and 
Qatar. 

The company, according to its Website acts as a "select strategic 
advisor to governments and multinational corporations with regard to 
policy security risk management and training." Just a few services include 
Strategic Security Training, Risk Assessment, Maritime and Aviation 
security and Executive Protection, among others. 

Terrorism investigation, Soufan noted, "is a small portion of what we 

do." 

The company has 14 full-time employees. The roster includes 
Mansfield University alumni Adam Landis 02, and Mark Smith '97 ', also 
an MU Student Government president. The company is rounded out 
with about 45 contractors. 

"I always wanted to start something on my own, " Soufan said. "I have 
a good bunch of people and we can accomplish more on our own than 
working for someone else." 

He gives lectures and presentations at professional institutes and 
organizations around the world. He's a senior fellow at Nanyang 
Technical University in Singapore, which, he says , has a "very good 
counterterrorism and political violence center." 

Soufan still stays in regular contact with Maresco. "Mansfield has 
been very generous with me," he said. "It helped shape my views and 
build a strong foundation for what I am today." He pointed out that 
awards he received at Mansfield still hang on his walls. "Representative 
Matt Baker presented me with a House proclamation for leadership that I 
still cherish," he said. 

"Mansfield was like family to me," he concluded. "It still is."

If you haven't been in town for a while, 
the next time you get off US 1 5 and pause 
to turn left into Mansfield or right toward 
Wellsboro you will notice you now also have 
the option to go straight across Route 6 and 
up an inviting hill. The 
million-dollar bridge over Ellen Run Creek is complete, 
the lines are painted on the pavement, the traffic lights 
are up, and the gate is open. Why not take a short detour 
and see the 1 -99 Business Park? 

The road rises up to a horizon line, which holds its 
secrets a few seconds before revealing a level expanse on 
both sides of the two-lane (plus bike lane) drive. With 
an eye to aesthetics, the electric poles line the rear of the 
lots. Orange plastic netting fences off wetlands that will 
remain undeveloped. Turning left on University View 
Drive takes you to a cul-de-sac with one of the best views 
of Mansfield around. North Hall dominates the vista, its 
classic elegance grounding the town. The white steeples 
of the Episcopal, Methodist, and Seventh Day Adventist 
churches interject their quaint exclamation marks. 
Wouldn't it be great to enjoy this view every day when 
you went to work? 



your shop. But you can't set up a big craft store with pottery and everything." 
In addition to the zoning restrictions, BOOM has filed a covenant adding 
further restrictions to protect the adjacent property owners, especially 
residents of Brooklyn Street, and the investment of lot owners. Some of these 
apply to excessive or objectionable noise, smoke, gasses, odors, dirt or ash.

Setting Their Sites 

That is one of the thoughts The Betterment Organization of Mansfield 
(BOOM) hope goes through the minds of prospective tenants. The sites 
are easily accessible and highly visible from the highway, which is destined 
to become the new 1-99. The groundbreaking ceremony was last May, and 
now the sites are all shovel -ready and include gas, sewer, water, electric, high 
speed internet, and storm water management. 

The idea for a business park germinated in October 2005 when Alex 
Nadalini (a former banker with First Citizens and member of BOOM Board 
of Directors) approached Tom Freeman (President of BOOM) and Scott 
Bastian (President of North Forest Development, LLC, and member of 
BOOM Board of Directors) about a project to bolster the town. The goal: to 
bring in business that will underpin — not undermine — the community. These 
guys are not outsiders just moving through. BOOM has been a part of the 
community since 1958, and Freeman and Bastian are both local residents of 
Mansfield with businesses in town. Concerned that Tioga is one of the few 
counties in Pennsylvania that has no business or industrial park, the three 
started looking for appropriate land. 

It happened that the Dorsett farm had been on the market a couple 
years. Edward Dorsett, who along with his sisters inherited 84 acres from 
his grandparents, liked the idea of the property being able to do something 
for the community, but at the time it was zoned residential because of access 
issues. However, he agreed to take a chance and — for 
a one dollar deposit — held the property for two years 
while BOOM found the money. 

Getting in the Zone 

The first task was to do the improvements 
necessary for re-zoning. In Spring 2006 they acquired 
a Department of Community Economic Development 
(DCED) planning grant for $175,000 to pay for the 
engineering to determine the feasibility of putting in 
the necessary utility systems and bridge. The results 
were promising and in December 2005 the zoning was 
changed from R-l to B-3. In July 2006 they received a 
DCED Business in Our Sites grant for 3.7 million — half 
grant/half loan — that allowed them to move forward. 

A Highway Business Zone (B-3) is meant to appeal 
to the motorist, but the park is also accessible to town. It 
is not zoned for heavy industrial use, but has lots from 1 
to eight acres for small and medium businesses. "This is 

not to be smokestacks," Bastian emphasizes. There will be no strip malls, with 
strict restrictions on retail uses in order not to undercut downtown shops. 
Bastian explains, "If you manufacture widgets there you can sell them from

All businesses must go before the Design Review Committee, headed by 
Susan Sweet of the University's Center for Lifelong Learning, to ensure basic 
aesthetic considerations are met. 

All Together Now 

Freeman describes the project as having a true spirit of community. "The 
borough has been wonderful," he adds. "And early on we held open meetings 
with residents so we could hear their concerns and plan accordingly." As a 
result the process has been relatively smooth. Representative Matt Baker also 
provided strategic aid by walking the grant through the system, advocating 
for this area to receive the funds rather than Erie or Pittsburgh. And other 
organizations such as Tioga County Development Corp., Northern Tier 
Regional Planning and Development Commission, and MU have added their 
support. 

While the University was not significantly involved in the planning of 
the 1-99 Business Park, according to President Loeschke, "we are poised to 
provide leadership development for any of the businesses." This might be in 
the form of student interns, guidance from specific faculty members in related 
fields, through the future Entrepreneurial Leadership Center, or even through 
curricular development. Imagine if a technologies company relocated here 
and needed graduates with specific training,- it would be possible to create a 
course to provide students with that background. 

"I have strong feelings that many of our students would stay in the area 
after graduation," Loeschke says, "if there were more 
opportunities to utilize their professional skills." All 
parties hope that the 1-99 Business Park will provide 
such opportunities. 

Open for Businesses 

Already the first company committed to the 
business park will meet some University needs. 
Microtel Inns and Suites is set to build an 84 room 
hotel with a meeting room that can hold 40 to 60 
people, and this fulfills Loeschke's wish for a small 
conference center nearby. Construction will begin in 
Spring 2009 on the hotel, which will provide 25 jobs 
and include an enclosed swimming pool. 

The park has just reached the point at which 
it is practical to show prospective clients around, 
yet Freeman and Bastian are already getting one to 
three inquiries a week. "And in the worst economic 
period we've seen," beams Freeman, "It's mainly due 
to word-of-mouth and a sign on the road." There is also a website: www. 
i99businesspark.com. 

So who is interested so far? Businesses range from environmental 
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technologies to warehousing to distribution centers to cottage 
industries that need more space. Freeman says, "It will probably 
be a mix of all of these to be successful." One potential tenant 
was pleased to hear about the support the University was prepared to offer. 
"Their eyes just lit up/' Bastian recalls. 

But what is to keep this project from turning into one of those empty 
business parks visible from 1-80? According to Bastian, the big difference is 
that they will protect the real estate brokers, whereas most business parks 
require clients to work directly through them and do not pay agents for 
bringing in business. "We will bring realtors up the end of this month to 
show them around," adds Bastian.

Campus Improvements Continue 



People returning to campus during the fall semester found the 
new South Hall open and fully operational. They also discovered the 
walkway on the Student Mall, leading to South Hall and other places on 
campus has a new look and feel. 

Workers spent the summer putting down a new asphalt walkway that 
doesn't look like an asphalt walkway.

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MU Students Worm Their Way into a Local Business

A Community Approach to Business 

Karen Russell, the CEO of Keystone North, Inc., a manufacturing 
company in Mansfield, has recently branched out from producing ball 
bearings and metal stampings to producing worm manure. Awarded a 2007 
Composting Infrastructure Development Grant from the Pennsylvania 
Department of Environmental Protection, Russell received $87,288.96 to 
design and implement a small-scale vermicomposting system. To do this she 
is teaming up with Mansfield University students and hundreds of thousands 
of red wigglers. 

Joshua Hammer, a MU student majoring in business administration (and 
Russell's son), discovered the grant online last June, three weeks before the 
deadline. Keystone North had fabricated part of a larger, similar digester for 
a client in 2005, so they were familiar with this type of composting system. 
The purpose of the smaller vermicomposter they have designed is to allow 
individual homes, farms, and restaurants to reduce waste loading at the local 
wastewater treatment plant and landfill by using worms to convert the waste 
into castings, a rich humus-like material. After some quick research, Hammer 
discovered that the two largest waste sectors in the region are organic food 
scrap and cardboard/paper — exactly what the worms eat. They completed 
the grant application and drove it down to Harrisburg, hand-delivering it the 
day it was due. 

Russell, who graduated MU in 1978, sees this as an opportunity to 
diversify her business and create a partnership with the University. She plans 
to expand into small scale garden retail, supplying a range of products from 
high quality organic fertilizer and customized vermicomposters to planters 
and other items that can be fabricated from metal. To do this she is tapping 
the brains of MU students, providing internships for majors from biology to

marketing. She is also tapping the University for the food scraps and used 
cardboard needed, ultimately reducing its waste by approximately eighteen 
percent. The PA DEP liked what it saw, awarding Keystone North the 80/20 
reimbursement grant which required the 8x24 foot food digester to be 
operational by October 2008. 

Getting Down and Dirty 

In late April I enter the Keystone North building next to the bowling 
alley. A woman in the office gets Russell who is working on the floor building 
bearings. "It's the last day of the month," she explains as we sit at the table 
where most of the brainstorming gets done. "We have a large shipment to 
fill." Though the full size vermicomposter is not yet complete, Russell has 
invited me to see a smaller model. "We figured we could be refining the 
process even as we are building the main one, so we can get the kinks out." 
When I ask what they have learned, she calls Whitney Sunday to join us. 



Sunday, an MU student majoring in geography, joined Hammer as the 
first intern to work on the project. Her main responsibilities were to do 
research on worms and worm care, and to get the model up and running. 
She decided on red wigglers which they ordered from New Mexico. "These 
worms are top feeders," Sunday explains. "They'll keep moving up toward 
the new food and their castings can be collected from below. This way we 
don't have to worry about having to pick worms out of what we harvest." 
That's good because the worms are small — about 1 ,000 per pound, and the 
4x4 model holds almost 30 pounds. Their appetites are large, however. One 
pound of worms eats 4 pounds of food scrap per week. 

Following Her Nose 

Once the worms arrived, Sunday experimented with different ways to 
add food and bedding materials. It can't be too hot or too wet, but must 
maintain a moisture level of 70 to 90%. Right now she is manually prepping 
the food and bedding (peat moss and shredded cardboard), making this 
internship a truly hands-on experience. 

Sometimes she has to pull out chunks of meat scrap. Twice she has had 
to take the top layer of food off because there was too much meat or dairy, 
items worms traditionally will not eat. Now she can tell by smell. Eventually, 
their system will grind the food stock, allowing for meat and dairy to be 
intermixed with other food waste in a way that will eliminate the need to 
separate products to be composted. 

When asked what all this has to do with her academic studies, Sunday, 
who plans to go to graduate school at Penn State in watershed management, 
explains how this process binds nutrients, which means less run -off adversely 
affecting streams and rivers. "Pure cow manure spread on fields adds excess 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potassium to the water system when it rains. 
When dairy farmers use vermicomposting there's no run -off trouble." 

All Business 

While Sunday engages with the project from an environmental interest, 
Hammer is all business. "The amount of money caught my eye first," he 
admits about the grant. This spring his main responsibilities were to track the 
grant money and research equipment purchases, giving him more front office 
experience in the company he says he will probably take over some day. 

He is excited about creating another business that involves everyone. 
The big difference for the company is that they have always made products 
for other people. "Now we'll have our own product to sell," Russell says. 
"That's why interns will have a big role in our marketing the fertilizer and 
composting system." 

Come and Get It 

Russell and Sunday invite me to tag along when they feed the worms. 
Hammer heads back to the production floor reminding his Mom about the 
looming deadline for ball bearings. We drive to their Covington facility 
where the model digester sits and where the full scale system is being 
constructed. As Sunday squeezes out the excess moisture from the peat moss, 
Russell pushes aside the top layer of bedding and food. The worms look 
happy enough in this habitat. Russell shows me a trap door they had cut into 
the side of the 8' x 24' digester. It opens to a plexiglass panel that, when it is 
full and running, will allow visitors to see into the world of worms. "My niece 
gave us the idea when she visited. This way we can show all the strata in 
demonstrations." 

The way Russell is open to ideas from everyone makes her an especially 
effective manager and allows interns to have in-depth work experience. She 
acknowledges that the small size of the company allows her to interact with 
her employees and interns more than is possible in a large company. "I rely 
on their input," she says. "I got my degree in social work, and I find that 
influences my managerial style a lot. Basically, I listen to people." 

As far as they know, there is no vermicomposting system in the area that 
serves the needs of the food service industry, so they will target individual 
restaurants and farms. "We will be able to customize any system for any size 
and need," declares Russell. "With the price of fertilizer, I can see golf courses 
being customers as well." 
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Bring Us Your Potato Peels, Your Leftovers, Your 
Crumpled Napkins 

One month later, the difference is noticeable even to me. A new pulping 
station is up and running, making Sunday's hand- wringing a thing of the 
past. The depth of worms, food, and bedding in the model digester is higher. 
Luke Seymour, a local farm boy from Mainesburg, has taken over worm 
duty. Like Sunday, he is an MU 
geography major concentrating 
in watershed management. He 
dumps potato peels into the 
large disposal -like drain that 
grinds the food very fine so 
worms can eat it more easily. 
This way they eat more and 
faster. "These come from Eddie's 
Restaurant," he tells me while 
using a piece of wood to shove 
the peels down. After spring 
classes ended at the University, 
they have relied on town sources 
like Eddie's and Grammas' 
Kitchen for prep scraps for food 
and coffee grounds for bedding. 

The production line is 
coming together fast and they 
are almost ready to fill the large 
digester. Fruit salad buckets pile 
at the far end of the warehouse. 
Another environmental aspect 
of the project is how they plan 
to use recycled food service pails 
to package the compost for sale. 
Once the system is operational, 
additional sections can be added 

to the digester bed up to twice the original size, further reducing the waste 
load heading toward the municipal treatment plant and landfill. 

Keystone Garden Works 

In October I stop back to see how everything is going. Seymour, 
who is interning this fall too, is holding the large tub of scraps while 
Hammer scoops pasta salad and something with tomato sauce into the 
pulper. Hammer sings "Macho Man" above the motor's growl. I check 
out the large digester, now filled, and above which hangs the new 
sprinkler system. Beyond the digester is the large screener that will sort 
the castings by size. The finest, called black gold, is the highest quality 
because it has the most nutrients. All that is missing is the conveyor to 
get the harvested castings to the screener, but they expect that to be in 
place by the end of November. 

Russell greets me waving a sheet of paper. It's a list of the product 
names they have decided on and the company name which they 
registered just this week: Keystone Garden Works. She has already 
been in touch with the MU graphics department about getting 
students to design logos and labels for Keystone Food-to-Fertilizer, 
Keystone Artisan Collection (garden art), and Custom Fabricated 
Vermicompost Digesters. 

The transition to the large digester has gone very smoothly, 
something Russell attributes to all the trial and error they put into the 
model one, which they will keep using as a testing ground. The large 
digester is maybe a third as deep as it could be, and the surface looks 
like perfectly loose, rich soil with little sprouts growing, probably 
from someone's salad. Russell moves her hand gently across the top, 
uncovering lots of tiny squirming babies. When they filled the large 
digester in July they started with 2 10,000 — half the necessary worms. 
They estimate they have 300,000 now. 



A Sustainable Harvest 

"The truth is," she tells me, "the worms could handle more food than 
they're getting." In addition to the previous sources, they have started using 
scraps from Laurel Health, and could still use an additional 500 pounds of 
food scraps each week. Laurel Health is interested in using the fertilizer for 
an herb garden to supply the hospital cafeteria. This type of project offshoot 

thrills Russell, who says she's 
looking for ways to give back to 
the community. "We'd love to 
be involved with a community 
garden project if someone 
started one." 

Though it depends on 
how much they are able to feed 
the worms, Russell expects to 
harvest from the large digester 
by the end of January. But her 
focus is now on developing 
a web site and getting the 
products trademarked. She 
hopes to have a marketing 
student join them this spring. 

"I couldn't have done 
this without my interns," 
declares Russell. Last August 
Seymour and Hammer gave a 
presentation at Ben Franklin 
Technology PArtners [sic] 
a company that focuses on 
fostering entrepreneurial 
development and technological 
innovation in Pennsylvania. 
Russell enjoys watching the 
students acquire real world 
experience, and she sees no end to her collaboration with interns, the 
Mansfield University food service, and the community at large. Clearly, 
sustainability isn't just a buzz word here.

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Sprint Football Makes^^^^S 



The verdict is in. The Ivy League schools love 
Mansfield University in Mansfield, PA. At least that's true 
for Cornell, Penn and Princeton who, along with Army and 
Navy, allowed the small regional public university of 3,400 
students to join their 172-pound limit Collegiate Sprint 
Football League this past year. 

"We couldn't have asked for a better first season," says 
Steve McCloskey, Mansfield's director of athletic operations 
and information. "It is clear that we are at the start of 
something uniquely special." 

Other schools are noticing too. McCloskey has 
received inquiries from four eastern private colleges that are 
curious about starting sprint football programs. 

He won't name names but says, "One currently does 
have (heavyweight) football and would use sprint football 
to build male enrollment. Two others have not had football 
before. The last one had football and dropped it a couple of 
years ago." 

Sprint football — a lightweight varsity version that is 
otherwise identical to the regular collegiate game — is being 
eyed as an alternative to the pricey arms race that NCAA 
football has become. When Mansfield dropped regular 
football after the 2006 season they were spending $474,000 
annually and struggling to be competitive in the tough 
NCAA Division II Pennsylvania State Athletic Conference. 
Sprint football, by contrast, costs Mansfield around $125,000 because it 
has only one full-time employee (head coach Dan Davis), does not require 
scholarships or large recruiting budget, and eliminates many of the extras 
such as pre-season practice. 

The lack of a large recruiting budget hasn't hindered Mansfield's effort to 
recruit players. Eight states were represented on this year's roster including 
players from Alaska, Nevada, Texas, Maine and Michigan. Coach Davis has 
already gotten more than 200 inquires for next season for high school seniors 
and coaches. 

But the special atmosphere that football brings to campus remained 
undiminished at Mansfield. And the Ivy League visitors who attended games 
at Mansfield this season noticed. 

"It was a treat for our team to play in front of so many people," wrote 
one mother of a Cornell student in appreciation. "I'm so glad you've come on 
board." 

"I cannot begin to tell you how impressed I am with the men that play 
sprint football and the faculty, students and fans at Mansfield University," 
wrote a Penn grad who came to MU to see the Quakers' victory, "...we did 
not realize. . .that we were in for a memorable weekend that included a pep 
rally, fireworks, homecoming parade, marching band and terrific football 
game with nearly 5,000 fans in attendance." 





And then there was the MU Crew — students formed to build school 
spirit at Mansfield. They made it a practice to go over to the visitors' stands 
at halftime and shake the hand of every single fan, thanking them for the 
invitation to join the league and for traveling to campus to support MU's 
sprint football program. 

"In my many years of attending sporting events at all levels, I have 
never witnessed such sportsmanship and class by a host school," said a Penn 
Quaker fan. 

Playing with mostly freshmen and sophomores, the Mountaineers 
went 1-3 for the season. They beat Princeton and lost to Cornell twice and 
Penn once. They didn't play Army and Navy because the service academies 
were deemed too tough to handle in the MU program's first year. But they 
improved every game and were beating Cornell with six minutes to play in 
the season finale. 

Mansfield will become a full-fledged member of the CSFL in 2009. Army 
and Navy have been added to the schedule for next year which includes 
seven games. 

If the Ivies and their fans were impressed with Mansfield, it's clear that 
MU was equally wowed by the experience. 

"Sprint is a really different animal," says McCloskey. "It's college football 
but there is just so much respect among the participants. Everything is so 
positive." The Cornell parents and alumni, for example, invited the parents 
of the Mansfield players over to their pre -game and post-game tailgate on the 
MU campus to welcome them into the league. 

The Mansfield players, for their part, were elated to be competing in 
storied arenas such as 25,000-seat Schoellkopf Field at Cornell and 27,000- 
seat Princeton Stadium. 

"The fact that some of the seats were empty did not diminish the thrill in 
the least," says McCloskey. "There were many enthusiastic fans there and a 
lot of them were ours." 

McCloskey says that the 51 players on the Mansfield sprint football 
roster became unusually close this year. "They think they are doing 
something special here and they are," he says. They are restoring a 1 15-year 
football tradition to the school that played the first-ever night football game 
back in 1 892. And they may be lighting the way for other colleges who 
thought they couldn't afford football to start or restore the game themselves 
via sprint football.

Three Alumni Serve in the 
Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives 



Not since William Stone served as governor in the early 1900's, has 
Mansfield been so well represented in Pennsylvania state government. 
Three alumni — Ron Miller, Tim Seip and Kenyatta Johnson are 
serving in the House of Representatives. 

MlLLER is now in his sixth term in the House, Seip is starting his 
second term and Johnson is a freshman legislator beginning his first 
term in office. 

Miller graduated from Mansfield in 1973 with a BS in secondary 
education. He came to campus with the dream of public service already 
in place. 

"When I was 1 8 years old, I told my maternal grandfather that I 
was going to be a state rep some day and I just had a wonderful diversion," 
Miller said, referring to his 25 -year career in private business as a safety 
and environmental manager for a company. "Then the opportunity arose 
to run and I finally decided it was time to do it." 

A Republican, he represents the 93rd Legislative District in southern 
York County. Now in his 1 1th year in the State House, Miller was 

involved in local politics before moving 
to the state level. "I spent 10 years on a 
local school board before coming to the 
legislature so I spent a lot of years in an 
elected position, which might actually be 
a tougher job," he said. "I supported the 
people who sat in this seat before me and 
I know a lot of the elected officials from 
our area so there weren't a whole lot of 
surprises." 

Miller serves on the Appropriations 
Committee, where he is chairman of 
the sub-committee on education, the 
Transportation Committee, where he chairs 
the sub-committee on aviation, and the 
Veterans Affairs Committee and Emergency 
Preparedness Committee. He is also co- 
chairman of the House Republican Policy 
Committee Task Force on Education and 
Job Training. 

Seip graduated with a criminal justice 
degree in 1 99 1 . 

"I wanted to get into probation," he 
said. "I always wanted to help people and 
work with people." After graduating he 
worked in a group home before moving 
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into the mental health system in Schuykill County. 

"Then I got into children's services and worked many different angles: 
private providers, government agencies on the county and state level, 
worked prison for two years and then at a hospital at Pottsville." 

At the same time, Seip was also earning a master's degree in social 
work at Marywood University. It was working in the health care and 
mental health system, and his frustration with it, that motivated Seip to 
run for office. 

"From 2000 to 2006, we saw a 75 percent increase in the cost of 
health care," he said. "I felt we had to do things smarter. I thought the 
only way to straighten this out was to become one of the policy makers. 
So I thought I'd run for state representative. People thought it was crazy. I 
thought it was crazy. I had never held any elective office." 

Seip is now serving his second term representing the 125th district, 
which covers parts of Berks and Schuylkill counties. A Democrat, he's 
on the Environmental Resources and Energy Committee, the Finance 
Committee, the Labor Relations Committee, and is secretary of the 
Health and Human Services Committee. 

JOHNSON graduated in 1996 with a degree in criminal justice. He 
spent three years working with AmeriCorps, one year in the National 
School and Community Corps, and two years with the City Year 
program. He also completed a master's degree from the University of 
Pennsylvania's Fels Institute of Government and earned a certificate from 
Harvard University's Business School. 

During this time Johnson also established 'Peace Not Guns' in 
Philadelphia in 1998. 

"We do violence prevention, conflict resolution and anger 
management," Johnson said. "A couple of my friends and a cousin were 
murdered, so I decided to create an organization to address youth 
violence as it relates to guns in the inner city." 

As he became more involved in his community, doors opened for 
Johnson that eventually led him to run for representative last year.

The International Flags Project: This initiative will provide 15 
flagpoles and international flags representing countries from which we have 
international students. Each flagpole will display the name of the donor. 
The flagpoles will line the brick pathway behind North Hall and past 
Grant Science. The cost is $5,000, $2,500 of which will go to the Student 
Retention endowment or other scholarship of your choice. 

The Endowed Scholarships for Excellent Student Athletes: Annual 
unrestricted gifts are also welcomed for our student athletes. 

The College/Town Refurbishment: This initiative will involve seeking 
donors and partners to refurbish Mansfield Borough in ways that support 
college student life and community life. It will begin with a movie theatre 
and can expand to other projects over time.

Fall Commencement Held 

Three hundred forty one students received degrees at Mansfield 
University's 144th Commencement on December 13 in Decker Gymnasium. 

Before presenting the graduates with their diplomas, President 
Maravene Loeschke, told them, "As exciting as it is to get this degree today, 
it is just another step in your educational journey. Whether you choose to 
pursue other course or degrees, or whether you choose to self-educate, this 
milestone is the beginning, just the beginning of a lifelong learning journey. 
It has to be or success will escape you, and escape you quickly." 

Robert Strohecker, vice president of the Mansfield University Council of 
Trustees and owner of Strohecker Vision Care, was the speaker. 

Strohecker is the only graduate in MU history to receive his bachelor's 
degree after his doctorate. He entered the Pennsylvania College of 
Optometry after completing three years of undergraduate studies, receiving 

a bachelor's in visual 
sciences in May 1986 
and then his Doctor of 
Optometry degree in 
May 1989. Strohecker 
later returned to MU 
to finish his bachelor's 
degree, graduating in 
1991 with Magna Cum 
Laude honors. 

He offered the 
graduates this advice 
in finding their own 
success. 

"My faith is the basis of my value system," Strohecker said. "Honesty, 
empathy, excellence and charity are all character qualities that I aspire to. 
They have been instilled in me from my youth and have served me well. 
With them you will never go wrong. Set high standards for yourself, and 
refuse to lower them. Put good mentors in your life. People that take you to 
new levels, that challenge you mentally, bring out the best in you, and are 
truthful to you." 

In conclusion, using a theme from the recent presidential campaign, 
Strohecker told the graduates, "Today my hope is for all of you. That you 
may experience that personal change you can believe in,- the acceptance of 
self, the realization of your life's purpose, and a heart of thankfulness."

Keller is a fellow of the American Psychological Association and past 
president of the Pennsylvania Psychological Association and the National 
Association for Rural Mental Health. He currently chairs the executive 
committee of the Tioga County Partnership for Community Health. 

"Dr. Keller's knowledge of higher education and the state system,- his 
vision for the academic programs at Mansfield University,- his heartfelt 
devotion to the goals of the Strategic Plan,- his respect for collegial, shared 
governance,- his strong ethical base,- and his love for Mansfield University 
will serve all of us well," Loeschke added. "I have the greatest respect for Dr. 
Keller and I look forward to partnering with him in the important work we 
have ahead." 

Before taking on his new responsibilities in March, Keller was on 
sabbatical leave studying academic integrity and the development of positive 
ethical cultures in colleges and universities.

History Site Covers 1 50 Years 

What Mansfield luminary has a college building, a war ship and a state 
park named after him? 

How did the Mountaineers get their name? 
When did The Island become Smythe Park? 

These and a lot of other questions are answered on the almost new 
Mansfield -1 50 Years of History Website. "We say 'almost new' because 
it started as a history site during the 
Sesquicentennial Celebration, said 
Dennis Miller '71, public relations 
director. 

The university and the borough, 
both of which came into being in 1857, 
spent a year celebrating their shared 
heritage in 2007. "When the festivities 
were over, we had made a lot of progress 
on the Sesquicentennial History so we 
renamed it our history site so we could 
continue expanding it," Miller said. 

The site contains information on 
both the borough and the university. 
"Both entities came into existence together 
and have travelled through the centuries 
together," Miller said. "So there are historical 
articles about both. In fact, many articles 
contain information about the borough and 
university. " 

Most of the articles to date were written 
by Chris McGann '97 and '06. 

The site, maintained by Miller and fellow MU employee Steve Orner 
'81, is large and growing. "The beauty of a website is that it's a continual 
work in progress. We're constantly adding new content and revising existing 
content." 



Right now the team is going back through existing articles and adding 
links to other sites with relevant information. "Our involvement in the Civil 
War is a good example," Orner said. "When we mention the Army of the 
Potomac or General George McClelland we provide links to sites with more 
information on those subjects. It really helps put Mansfield's involvement in 

the larger context of the war." 

The history site, among 
other categories, has a large 
section of audio interviews 
with people important to the 
university and town over 
the past five decades. Many, 
interviewed in the 1970s, take 
the listener back to the turn 
of the 20th century. Others, 
such as former president Rod 
Kelchner and librarian Larry 
Nesbit, bring to life more 
recent history. 

"One of our next 
projects is to have 
transcriptions of the 
interviews uploaded," 
Miller said.

"I had a mentor, Hardy Williams, a former state senator, who helped me. 
Some community folk kept encouraging me to run for office because they 
saw the work I was doing with 'Peace not Guns,'" Johnson said. "Those two 
factors motivated me to put myself out there and run." 

A Democrat, Johnson represents the 186th District, which includes 
parts of south and southwest Philadelphia. He serves on the Aging and 
Older Adult Services Committee, the Children and Youth Committee, 
the Commerce Committee, and the Urban Affairs Committee, where he is 
secretary.

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The Common Good 

Three representatives at different levels of experience, different 
backgrounds, and different political parties. But all three share the same 
desire to do good for the people who elected them. 

"Legislatively you get to do some things that are fulfilling, but nothing is 
quite as fulfilling as being able to help one of your constituents through some 
of the state issues when they're having trouble finding their way," Miller said. 

"I look at myself now as a macro-social worker, helping people with 
all different kinds of things," Seip said. "Maybe it's someone who lost his 
renewal form for a driver's license. Maybe someone needs a birth certificate. 
Sometimes it's someone trying to apply for state grants to fill some void in 
the community." 

While just months into his new position, Johnson shares Miller's and 
Seip's passion for helping people. He also shares their appreciation for what 
they do and where they do it. 

"It's everything I thought it was going to be, and even more," he said. 
"I'm honored to be able to serve in this historical institution, same institution 
that Ben Franklin served in. I'm ecstatic every time I'm on the house floor, 
during sessions and during the Pledge of Allegiance. I enjoy the camaraderie 
of my colleagues from across Pennsylvania with different and diverse views 
from myself, coming from an urban environment like Philadelphia." 

"There is a lot of close examination of the budget and some inventive 
thinking to try and reduce some costs," Seip said. "There are a lot of tough 
choices." 

"There are going to be some cuts," Johnson added. "There is no doubt 
about that. Hopefully, it's as minimal as possible so that people who are less 
fortunate won't be impacted significantly." 

Laying the Foundation for Leadership 

All three graduates say the lessons learned and the experience gained at 
Mansfield helped them get to Harrisburg. 

"I got my start at Mansfield," Johnson said. "I served as student 
government president and as the chair of the Student Board of Governors, 
so I would come to Harrisburg with students from other state universities 
and lobby for funding for the System universities. That's what piqued my 
interest." 

"I went to some student government meetings just to go and participate 
as a spectator and they needed senators so I said, 'alright, I'll join,'" Seip 
remembers. "I just got put on it. And then they said, who wants to be the 
treasurer and everyone was looking around and so I said, 'alright, I'll do it.' 
As treasurer, I was automatically on the Committee on Finance, which was a 
great experience. I was also on the University Faculty Senate. So I did a lot 
of things at Mansfield that got me even more interested in government and 
policy." 

For Miller, the era played a part in making him more politically aware. 
"I started at Mansfield in 1969 so it was a period of extreme change in the 
country," he said. "The Vietnam War was going on and there were great 
political events. There were always a lot of discussions, a lot to think about. 



Mansfield was a great experience that way. I think it was more my interaction 
with my professors and the challenges they gave me."

The trio is unanimous in their fondness for their school, their time spent 
at Mansfield, and the people they shared time with. 

"There were always opportunities to do things," Seip said. "Whether 
it was intramural sports, student government, there were all different kinds 
of clubs. And you had people from all over. We were pretty diverse at 
Mansfield. There were students from populated areas, from rural areas. All 
in all, you always had an opportunity to build relationships in whatever you 
were doing, whether it was intramural volleyball or in student government. 
And one of the things I always liked about Mansfield was the small class size. 
You always had the opportunity to build some relationships with classmates 
and faculty as well." 

Johnson echoed similar sentiments on small class sizes. "I believe that 
helped me out, that one-on-one interaction with my professors, as well as the 
support staff," he said. 

"Mansfield was such a neat place to go to college," Miller said. "The 
location, just the whole atmosphere. It's not for everyone, being in the rural 
setting that it is. But it was a great place to go to college. I remember my 
political science department courses and my professors, Revere and Little, 
and many people I'm sure who have retired. It's with great fondness that I 
think back to Mansfield. I was there when the old gym was there and then 
we built the new gym. I was there when North Hall wasn't the library. It was 
the freshman girl's dorm. It was just a great place to be." 

"I think about the mentorship that took place while I was at Mansfield," 
Johnson said. "Individuals such as Joe Maresco, Dr. Toni (Baylor- 
Ayewoh), Rod Kelchner, the president. I used to go to his house and have 
conversations when I was in student government. I still interact with Dr. 
(Ted) Ryan, who played a major role in helping me during my internship. 
I just hired a young man from Mansfield who did an internship with me 
from Mansfield, Roi Ligon. He works in my district office. Annie Cooper 
played a tremendous role in just helping me grow as a young man. It was 
the mentorship, the guidance and encouragement of the staff and also the 
camaraderie of the students that played a major role in helping me grow. A 
lot of people ask about Mansfield. I tell 
them that was the best experience of my 
life." 

In the years they've served together 
in the House, Miller and Seip have had 
regular opportunities to talk. Miller 
is looking forward to making the 
Mansfield "alumni meetings" a three way 
conversation. 

"For years, whenever anyone 
from Mansfield, one of the interns or 
somebody else, was introduced I'd be the 
only one to walk over and say, 'Hey, nice 
to meet you. I graduated from Mansfield.' 
Now we have Tim and Kenyatta. It's 
pretty cool." 

"We were happy (State 
Representative) Matt Baker brought 
the world beaters, the Concert Choir," 
Seip said of the Choir and Mansfieldians 
being honored last October for winning 
gold medals at the World Choir 
Games. "They came in and sang and 
the president was there. All of us really 
gravitate toward people from Mansfield 
when we know they're there in the 
Capitol." 

"We keep the communication lines 
and the dialogue open on how we can 
be supportive of the university," Johnson 
said. "We look at one another as family."

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Numa Snyder — Teacher, Musician, Friend 



Alumni Weekend is always a great celebration but it won't quite be the 
same this June. Not without Numa Snyder. 

Snyder passed away on December 2 1 . The 1 942 Mansfield graduate 
had become a fixture at Alumni Weekend, strolling from table to table with 
his violin at dinner gatherings, playing the alma mater on piano whenever 
needed and just holding court, telling stories and enjoying conversation with 
alumni of all ages. 

He also served as a Mansfield ambassador at many 
events near his home in the Stroudsburg, PA area 
and across the state. He was an active member of the 
MU Alumni Association. Snyder was selected to the 
Music Honor Roll in recognition of his distinguished 
achievement in the profession of music and contribution 
to the heritage and tradition of excellence at Mansfield. 

Snyder taught in the Stroudsburg public school 
system for 35 years. 

John Pyle first met him when they both came to 
Mansfield in 1938. They graduated together, remained 
friends and were teaching colleagues in Stroudsburg for 30 
years. 

"He was probably the finest musician I ever worked 
with," Pyle said. "Great musician and great teacher." 

"He was very well known in the Poconos," longtime friend Ada Mae 
Saxton '53 said. "He had a great reputation for motivating students. He 
taught a few of my cousins and got a lot of students involved in music, even 
getting football players to sing." 

After retiring from the Stroudsburg School District, Snyder taught 
another 1 3 years at East Stroudsburg University, working with music 
education students. When he retired from ESU, he continued to host a 
weekly radio show on the campus radio station until this past summer. In 
2000, Snyder was received the Conrad 'Skip" Idukas Service Award from the 
ESU Alumni Association.

For 30 years Snyder organized the orchestra and served as its first 
violinist and concertmaster for the annual holiday performance of The 
Messiah in Stroudsburg. This year's concert was performed in his memory. 

"He was a very interesting guy," Saxton said. "He knew a lot about 
everything." 

That was illustrated by the fact that Snyder was a harness racing 
aficionado, well known for spending many days at 
Stroudsburg area tracks and others around the state, but not 
to gamble. 

In an interview with Harness Racing Insider in 2007, he said 
he just enjoyed the pleasure of watching the horses. "Harness 
horses are trained to trot or pace, not just to gallop," he said. 
"The beauty of the discipline — the swaying motion of the 
pacer — is what is especially beautiful to me. I just admire 
the ability of the horse to do that, and I also admire the 
ability of the person who trains the horse to do that." 

Appreciating beauty in all of its forms was just one of 
the characteristics that made Numa Snyder so special to so 
many. 

Many alumni and friends have contacted the University 
to ask how they can honor Snyder. With the announcement 
that Mansfield plans to become an "All -Stein way" School (see below), it has 
been suggested that contributions in his memory be directed to the initiative 
or to another music-related need.

The 
old-time dance band is known for their lively dance tunes along with their bluegrass, folk and Irish 
vocal tunes. In 1997 they were asked to play for a local festival and the band was formed.

Flats on the dog-house bass, Wanda Irion from Wellsboro on fiddle, Ron Markell from Bungy on claw- 
hammer banjo.

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PAB Provides Funds to Enhance 
Broadcasting Program 

The Pennsylvania Association of Broadcasters (PAB) founded the 
"Educational Fund" in 2006 and invited all PAB members, Pennsylvania 
colleges, universities and technical schools with a broadcast curriculum 
or broadcast license to submit grant proposals. In both 2006 and in 2007, 
Mansfield University received grant awards from PAB. 

Gary Mclntyre, lead writer for the grants, along with Charles Hoy and 
James Lohrey, stated that the funding significantly assisted in purchasing 
a variety of new equipment and materials for WNTE, the student radio 
station, and the broadcasting studios. The equipment will bring these studios 
more in line with broadcast industry standards and will benefit broadcast 
students for years to come. The Department of Communication & Theatre 
offers a communications degree with a broadcasting emphasis and courses 
devoted to instruction in broadcast production. 

The Department received a $3,000 grant award in 2006, a $6,000 grant 
in 2007 which the university matched with $4,000, and a $7,800 award in 
2008. The 2008 funding provided the opportunity to purchase equipment to 
update the two Butler Center audio center studios where Audio Production, 
Television and Radio Announcing and Introduction to Mass Media are 
taught. Students create audio projects in these studios. 

The audio consoles in each studio were over two decades old. The 
microphones in each studio were also outdated. The grant money went for 
the purchase of two new Harris digital/analog audio consoles, two Electro- 
Voice RE-20 broadcast quality microphones, and two Marantz CD recorders 
to record student projects.

Commenting on the award, Mclntyre said, "The broadcasting students 
are excited about the changes in the Butler studios. The new technology 
enables the students to produce more quality-sounding projects. The 
department appreciates the efforts of the PAB to further the education of 
broadcasting students statewide and the generous funds which have been 
granted to Mansfield. We also appreciate the support of the University for 
providing the matching funds and their recognition to improve our program." 




| Student Teacher Training Expanded 

For years Mansfield University has enlisted the help of APL Associates to provide two-day training 
on classroom management for Education students during their semester of student teaching. The two days 
of APL programming has offered excellent "capstone" training, and the feedback from student teachers and 
teachers and administrators at area school districts has been highly positive. Feedback indicated that if funding 
were available participants would prefer the full five-day training program. 

In an effort to make this possible, graduate assistant Kathryn Boyer '07, working in the Grants 
Development Office, teamed up with Christina Fry '90, Educational Field Experiences Coordinator. 

Boyer and Fry worked together to submit a proposal for the five-day APL training program, which was 
i funded by the Pennsylvania State System of Higher Education (PASSHE) Faculty Professional Development 
Council, giving Mansfield University additional money needed to support the full training program and to 
assess student, faculty and cooperating teachers' reactions. 
The Office of the Provost provided funds as well. 

Education majors who are student teaching during the spring '09 semester are the first to receive the full 
^ five-day training. Seventy-six students have participated so far. 

"I really feel like I'm more equipped for the classroom," Noell Haldeman said after the training. "The five 
day APL training has allowed me to grow as a teacher and as an individual," Ashly Weidner added. 

When asked about the response to the new program, Project Director Christina Fry said, "Students have responded very favorably to the first two sessions 
of APL, and they are looking forward to the final three days. Since student teaching is a time when pre-service teachers have a strong need for learning effective 
teaching strategies and when they can immediately apply what they learn, the five day workshop embedded within the student teaching semester will enhance 
students' knowledge and skills in the vitally important curricular areas of classroom instruction and classroom management."

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Football to Play Full Schedule and Bowl 
Game This Fall 

Mansfield University will join the Collegiate Sprint Football League (CSFL) as a full-member this fall. 
MU was a probationary program in 2008, playing a modified four game schedule against CSFL teams, 
posting a 1-3 record. 

Mansfield is the first school to be awarded full membership in the CSFL since Columbia joined the 
league in 1955. The league membership is now comprised of Cornell University, Mansfield University, 
University of Pennsylvania, Princeton University, the United States Military Academy at West Point 
(Army) and the United States Naval Academy at Annapolis (Navy). 

"The CSFL is excited to have Mansfield University become a full member of the League and compete 
for the League championship," CSFL Commissioner Steve Erber said. "Mansfield's rich and long standing 
football tradition will add to the already significant history and traditions of sprint football. We are very 
pleased to have them join the CSFL." 

The Mountaineers will open the 2009 season at home against Princeton on September 19 and host 
Cornell on for the Fabulous 1890s Weekend and Family Day on September 26. 

MU travels to Franklin Field in Philadelphia to take on the University of Pennsylvania on October 2 
before returning home to host CSFL defending champion Navy for Homecoming on October 10. 

Mansfield will then travel to Saratoga Springs, NY on October 17 to play Army in the fifth annual 
Allegiance Bowl in Saratoga Springs, N.Y. Sponsored by Adirondack Trust, the Allegiance Bowl is the 
only college bowl game featuring teams from the CSFL. 

The final two games of the season will be at Princeton on October 23 and at Cornell on October 30. 




Academic Honors for Field Hockey and Women's Crosscountry 



The 2008 Mansfield University field hockey team was 
named a Division II National Academic Team by the National 
Field Hockey Coaches Association (NFHCA).

Carden, Markwis, and 
Proctor are each four-year 
award recipients. 

The 2008 women's 
cross-country team posted 
the fourth -highest team grade 
point average in the nation 

according the United States Track and Field & Cross Country Coaches 
Association (USTFCCCA). 

Mansfield, which compiled the third-highest team grade point average 
during the 2007 season, recorded a 3.67 (out of a possible 4.0) during the 
2008 fall semester. 

The USTFCCCA awards All -Academic Team honors to any team that 
achieves a 3.0 or better during the semester in which they compete. 

In 2008, 98 NCAA Division II women's cross country programs achieved 
that milestone.

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This fall, Denise Seigart will be back at Mansfield teaching 
in the nursing department, but she will have many new stories 
to share from her sabbatical year spent in Australia and Canada 
— from dust storms and poisonous snakes, to the differences 
between health care systems. 

Seigart, who has her MS in nursing from Binghamton 
University and her PhD in Human Service Studies from 
Cornell University, received a visiting professor fellowship at 
Charles Sturt University in Australia where she spent Fall 2008 
conducting research on health care in the schools. 

Her doctoral research examined the difference between 
school based health care, where a nurse practitioner is available 
to treat students, and the traditional model, where only a school 
nurse is on site. There are very few school based health care 
centers in the U.S., and most can be found in inner cities like the 
ones she studied in Binghamton, NY. 

Her research convinced Seigart that, if the goal is 
community health care, the school based model is the best 
way to reach families as a whole. "Not every community has a 
hospital or senior center," Seigart says, "but every community has 
a school, and by making it a locus of health care it can become a 
comprehensive community center." 

But why go to Australia to do more research? Mansfield has a 
long-standing relationship with Charles Sturt University, which Seigart 
knew from her friend Monique Oyallon, a professor in the Department 
of English and Modern Languages who has directed the study abroad 
program. "I once helped Monique by picking up an Australian exchange 
student from the bus station. She was a nursing student, and talking to 

her I got the idea of studying approaches 
to school health care in countries with 
socialized medicine." 

The campus Seigart stayed at was 
in Wagga Wagga, between Sydney and 
Melbourne on the western side of the 
mountains at the edge of the outback. 
The town's name means "many crows" 
in the aboriginal language. "'Wagga' 
means crow," she explains, "and in their 
language you repeat something to show 
it's plural. And there were a lot of crows." 

There was also a lot of dust. Storms 
would frequently turn the whole sky 
orange, and leave an orange dusting 
behind. There were palm trees too — 
something she hadn't expected. "It was 
like Florida in winter," describes Seigart, 
"but much drier." 

Seigart did no teaching there, 
though she did give a video-conference 
presentation on her research that was 
broadcast to the five campuses. Her 
time was spent doing 30 interviews of

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nurses, teachers, and community leaders involved with school health 
and visiting schools, hospitals and community clinics. Health care in 
Australia is a mix of public and private plans. Children are covered at the 
basic level so all children get treatment. People earning over a certain 
amount are required to buy private insurance too. 

The differences between the U.S. and Australia were significant. 
"It's fascinating when it comes to school based health care in Australia 
because they don't do it," Seigart recounts. Their school nurses visit but 
aren't on site daily. They are in charge of vaccinations and assessing any 
infectious disease situation, and sometimes sex education classes. "Many 
nurses comment that all they seem to do is vaccinate children." Teachers 
are expected to recognize illness in children and to know a child's health 
deficits, such as epilepsy or allergies. Secretaries often administer the 
medications. 

Both teachers and secretaries have little or no medical training and 
are already overburdened with their primary responsibilities, Seigart 
observes. "Australia has a wonderful public health plan, but they aren't 
utilizing their nurses well." 

After her research was done, Seigart's husband, Bill, came over and 
they traveled around Australia and New Zealand. "We rented a hippie 
van which we slept in while hiking, birding, and watching wildlife," 
she says. "Often we froze our tushies off." On one hike Seigart almost 
stepped on a poisonous black tiger snake. She stopped quickly and her 
husband bumped into her. ("He's a birder — he looks up," she explains). 
Luckily she held her ground. 

Magpies, a black and white relative of the crow, also provided some 
memorable experiences. They had a lot of nests in the woods between 
the residence halls and the classroom buildings in Wagga Wagga, and it 
was breeding season when they are very protective and will dive bomb 
anyone who comes too close. "It was fun watching the students walk 
down the hill to class with ice cream buckets on their head," laughs 
Seigart. "Once one got me good too, right in the back of the head."

The Alumni Citation Award (Est. 1969) 



Brigadier General Francis Hendricks '79. The Alumni Citation Award 
recognizes contributions to society through professional, civic, and philanthropic 
work and leadership activities. While a dean's list student at Mansfield, Francis 
Hendricks was a Resident Assistant and was involved in numerous campus 
organizations. He served as president of the Student Government Association 
and was named Greek Man of the Year for Lambda Chi Alpha in 1979. He 
graduated in 1979 as a double major, receiving a BA in Criminal Justice 
Administration and in Political Science. Hendricks went on to earn his MS 
in Systems Management from the University of Southern California in 1984, 
as well as a MS equivalent from the Air Command and Staff College in 1992 
and a MS in National Security Strategy from Air War College in 2000. Upon 
graduating from Mansfield, Hendricks followed in his father's footsteps by 
joining the military and was competitively selected into the US. Air Force. He 
served in the Pacific, Europe and numerous stateside assignments,- including three 
assignments at the Pentagon in Washington, D.C. Hendricks was hand-picked 
by the Secretary of the Air Force to lead a study that serves as a road map for the 
operational, organizational and technological design of future Air Force Bases. 
He has commanded at every level, including Installation Commander for the 
U.S. Department of Defense's largest military installation, Eglin Air Force Base, 
located in Florida. Hendricks is currently serving as the Deputy Commanding 
General for the Army and Air Force Exchange Service, providing for the needs 
of 1 1.6 million authorized patrons. He is responsible for 45,000 associates and 
3,100 stores in 30 different countries, across 5 U.S. territories and 49 states. 
Hendricks participates in community service activities and has coached youth 
sports for more than 15 years. In 2000 he was the recipient of the Military 
Outstanding Volunteer Service Medal, signifying his commitment to community 
service and youth activities. He has received numerous awards for his service 
and leadership including the National Defense Service Medal and the Air Force 
Achievement Medal. Hendricks has instituted key programs to assist in the 
rehabilitation of wounded soldiers returning from Afghanistan and Iraq. He holds 
the rank of Brigadier General and has been on active duty since April of 1980, 
with more than 29 years of service defending the United States of America. 
Hendricks and his wife, Connie, have two children, Andrew and Stephanie, and 
reside in Fairfax Station, VA. 

The Elsie Burk Service Award 
(Est. 1983) 

Karen Starner Jacobson '69 '86. The Elsie Burk Service Award recognizes 
outstanding leadership, loyalty and service to Mansfield University. Karen 
Jacobson's experiences as a student at Mansfield helped prepare her for a future 
filled with service and learning. While a student at MU, she joined several 
campus organizations, participated in leadership and philanthropic activities 
and was recognized as a member of Who's Who in American Universities and 
Colleges. Jacobson's involvement in one particular organization while a student 

at MU, the Delta Zeta sorority, has 
remained constant throughout the 
years. After graduating from Mansfield 
in 1969 with a BA in Music, Jacobson 
was asked to become the College 
Chapter Director of Mansfield's Delta 
Zeta sorority in 1971. She continues 
to hold the title of College Chapter 
Director for the sorority today, 
marking over 38 years in the position. 
Jacobson was recently recognized 
for this accomplishment by Delta 
Zeta National as the only Chapter 
Director in history to hold such 
tenure. She has mentored students 
through times of prosperity and 
hardship, and has had a direct impact 
on the lives of over 700 Mansfield 
University women as a dedicated 
advisor, teacher, coach and mentor. 
Jacobson served on the Mansfield 
University Alumni Board from 1989 
through 1992, and was a member of 




the Undergraduate Scholarship Selection Committee. She has volunteered for 
the annual MU Phonathon, served as a class agent for the Class of 1969, and has 
participated in the MU College Community Chorus and Sigma Alpha Iota Music 
Fraternity. Jacobson has guest- lectured at MU for multiple business, economics, 
audio-visual and management classes, as well as for freshman orientation. She 
earned a BS in Business Administration from MU in 1986 and has attended 41 of 
the past 44 Homecoming Weekends. Jacobson's professional career was in the 
banking industry, where she earned a diploma from the PBA School of Banking 
at Bucknell University in 1981. She retired in 2005 from First Citizens National 
Bank in Mansfield after 35 years of service. She resides in Covington, PA with 
her husband Charles, who graduated from Mansfield University in 1968. 



The D istinguished Educator Award (Est. 1986) 

Randy Roberts '72. The Distinguished Educator Award recognizes outstanding 
service, dedication and leadership to education. Randy Roberts' passion for 
teaching and learning history led him to graduate from Mansfield in three years, 
receiving a BA in Liberal Arts,- History in 1972. While a student at Mansfield, 
he became a member of Phi Sigma Epsilon. He went on to earn his Ph.D. 
from Louisiana State University in 1978. Roberts began his teaching career 
at the University of Houston, and then went on to teach at Sam Houston 
State University, University of Maryland and LSU. Since 1988, Roberts has 
been teaching at Purdue University where he is recognized as a distinguished 
professor. He teaches American history courses, including modern American 
history and World War II, to about 500 students a semester. His smaller lectures 
and seminars, which include topics ranging from sports history to film icons, 
have left both undergraduates and graduates passionate about history long after 
they earned their degrees. Roberts participates in the Dean's Freshman Scholar 
Program and the Honors Program, and also mentors graduate students. He was 
named one of Purdue's Charles B. Murphy Outstanding Teachers in 1991, which 
is the institution's highest honor for undergraduate teaching. He was recognized 
by the Society of Professional Journalists in 1993, was named Teacher of the 
Year in Liberal Arts in 1 997, and was inducted into Purdue's Great Book of 
Teachers in 2003. Roberts was recognized as the 2006 Indiana Professor of the 
Year, administered by both the Carnegie Foundation for the Advancement of 
Teaching and the Council for Advancement and Support of Education. Judges 
select recipients of this prestigious award based on extraordinary dedication 
to undergraduate teaching, with nominations containing testimonials from 
students, professors and administrators. In addition to teaching and authoring 
or co-authoring more than 1 8 books, Roberts has also made over 50 television 
appearances as a history commentator for documentaries and films on the 
History Channel, ESPN Classic, HBO, PBS, the three major television networks, 
and he is often quoted on nationally syndicated radio shows. Roberts returned to 
Mansfield in 2007 as the first speaker in the North Hall Library Visiting Scholar 
Program. He and his wife, Marjorie, reside in Lafayette, IN. They have twin 
daughters, Alison and Kelly. 

The utstandingYoung Alumni Award (Est. 1986) 

Robert Christie '92. The Outstanding Young Alumni Award is given for 
outstanding professional performance, achievements and leadership to those who 
have graduated in the last 25 years. While a student at Mansfield, Robert Christie 
was a news reporter for the campus newspaper, The Flashlight, and president of 
Mansfield's chapter of the Public Relations Student Society of America (PRSSA.) 
He graduated from Mansfield in 1 992 with a BA in Mass Communication and 
began his career at the National Academy of Television Arts and Sciences 
(NATAS). He served in a variety of media relations and public relations positions, 
including managing editor for a 1 3,000 member newsletter, NATAS News, and 
editorial assistant for NATAS's journal, Television Quarterly. In 1997, Christie 
became a senior account director for Goodman Media. He managed the firm's 
corporate accounts, including CBS, NBC and PBS, as well as several Fortune 500 
companies. From 1999 to 2003, Christie worked in corporate communications at 
SONY Electronics, running the company's business-to-business public relations 
function. Christie was named director of Corporate Communications at Dow 
Jones & Company in New York in 2003 and was promoted to Vice President of 
Communications in December of 2007. As the senior communications executive, 
he is responsible for directing all brand, executive and crisis communications 
for the company's consumer businesses based world-wide. He has developed 
content-sharing partnerships with Good Morning America, ABC News, NPR 
and ESPN, and was responsible for directing the communications strategy for 
the acquisition of CBSMarketWatch.com and the launches of The Wall Street 
Journal Weekend Edition as well as the redesigned Journal. In December of 
2007, Christie was selected as one of the top 40 public relations executives in 
the U.S. under the age of 40 by PR Week magazine, the leading trade magazine 
for public relations professionals. Recipients were nominated by industry leaders 
for demonstrating innovative thinking, strong determination and for achieving 
tremendous results before turning 40 years old. Christie resides in Manhattan.

From Down Under to UpYonder 

Having received a grant from the Pennsylvania Canadian Studies Consortium, Seigart 
spent the spring of 2009 at Nipissing University in North Bay, Ontario. Her goal was to 
add another level of comparison to her research, and her methods were the same. She 
interviewed about 30 more teachers, nurses, and community leaders in North Bay as well as 
in Montreal. By collecting data from two sites in Canada Seigart would be able to do some 
internal comparisons. 

"Everyone has this idea of what socialized medicine is," Seigart states, "but I was 
intrigued by the differences between the two countries." Canada's health care operates on 
a similar model to Australia's except there is limited private health care, with all citizens 
utilizing the 



public health 
plan. A result, 

according to Seigart, is that racism and classism within the system were very evident 
in Australia, but not as much in Canada. 

And Montreal, because it is in Quebec, models its health care on the French 
example, rather than the British. So while nurses in Ontario did the same thing as 
nurses in Australia, the public health nurses in Montreal spent more time in the 
schools. "Unfortunately they are starting to move away from this 
to consolidate services in more centralized locations," explains 
Seigart, "no longer serving a community they know well." 

After completing her time in Canada, the next step, 
Seigart says, is to "survive the writing and transcribing." 
She and faculty members she worked with in Australia 
and Canada, have already co-authored one paper on 
an international comparison of caring for children with 
special needs, in addition to a proposal for a larger 
overview of the research. Both have been submitted to 
professional publications. As the primary author and sole 
data collector, Seigart has the responsibility of drawing 
out the themes and patterns, and interpreting their 
significance, although she shares all her data with her 
colleagues and seeks validation. 

At a time when various health care reform options are being 
debated in our country, Seigart is looking for those that include 
provisions to improve and include school based health care centers. Instead 
of a school nurse sending a child home with bronchitis (perhaps scheduling 
a doctor's appointment for the next day), if there were a center then the 
student could be sent down the hall where a nurse practitioner could 
officially diagnose and treat the student. The proximity makes it easy for 
the nurse practitioner to follow up and see if the child is recovering at an 
appropriate rate, or if further treatment is needed. And then the clinic is 
reimbursed through the public or private insurance. 

"The hurdles to this are, of course, funding and training of school nurse 
practitioners," Seigart sighs. But she is adamant that this model would lower 




health care costs by catching ailments early so they can be treated effectively 
with less medicine and intervention, and avoiding larger consequences. 
"Repeated ear infections that aren't caught and treated," she 
explains, "can result in hearing loss and speech deficits." 

There are such models already available. Harrisburg, PA has, according 
to Seigart, "a wonderful school based center," which includes a whole 
wing with a dental clinic. It can be done. The bottom line for Seigart is, "if 
children are healthy, then they are ready to learn. If they don't feel well, then 
that's all they can focus on."
